Mrs. Gandhi Guilty 
Of Election Abuse 


She's Still India's Premier 


Pending Appeal

NEW DELHI, India (AP) - A 


judge convicted Prime Minister 
Indira Gandhi today of wrong- 
fully using government officials 
in her last successful campaign 
for Parliament and barred her 
from public office for six years. 
But a spokesman for Mrs. 
Gandhi said she would remain 
in office while appealing to the 
Supreme Court to set aside the 
conviction. 


The judge in sentencing the 


57-year-old 
prime 
minister 


stayed the sentence for 20 days 
so she could appeal.: Her 
spokesman said the appeal 
would probably be filed Friday, 
and it was expected to include a 
request that the Supreme Court 
continue the stay on the sen- 
tence until it decided on the ap- 
peal. 


That could take months. 
Mrs. Gandhi has headed the 


Indian 
government ' since 


January 1966 and is the first In- 
dian prime minister to be 
threatened with ouster by 
judicial process. Her two 
predecessors — her father, 
Jawaharlal Nehru, and Lai 
Bahadur Shastri — died in of- 
fice. 


Mrs. Gandhi was convicted by 


Judge Jag Mohanlal Sinha in 
Allahabad, her hometown in 
northern India which gave her a 
landslide, 183,000-71,000 vote 
victory in 1971 over Raj Narain, 
a Socialist. 


Narain went to court with a 


number of charges under the 
' corrupt practices act. The trial 
was lengthy, with 60 witnesses 
for the prosecution and 37 for 
the defense. Mrs. Gandhi her- 
self took the stand for two days, 
the first prime minister since 
independence in 1947 to appear 
in court. She denied all the 
charges. 
. 


Judge Sinha found Mrs. 


Gandhi innocent of most of the 
.charges against her, including 
that she exceeded the $4,500 
limit on campaign expendi- 
tures, that she campaigned in 
Indian air force aircraft, that 
her campaign symbol — a cow 
and a calf — was a veiled 
religious appeal to the Hindu 
majority and that her sup- 
porters tried to bribe voters by 
distributing free blankets and 
clothes. 


But he found her guilty of the 


chief charge against her, that 
she used government officials in 
her campaign, including Yash- 
pal Kapoor, a member of her 
secretariat in New Delhi when 
the campaign started. 


Judge Sinha said he did not 


accept Mrs. Gandhi's testimony 
that she did not become a can- 
didate for re-election until Feb. 
1, 1971, after Kapoor resigned 
from the government. 


"I have given my very careful 


.and dispassionate consideration 
to the reply given by the res- 
pondent (Mrs. Gandhi) during 
the cross-examination, and I 
regret my inability to accept 
it," he said. 


The judge ruled that she 


became a candidate on Dec. 29, 
1970, when she announced at a 
news conference that she would 
run. Kapoor testified that he 
resigned in the middle of 
January to manage her cam- 
paign. 


Numerous opposition leaders 


urged the prime minister to 
resign, and so did dissident 
members of her own Congress 


party. 


"Morally, she should resign 


and step down," said Mohan 
Dharia, whom Mrs. Gandhi dis- 
missed from her cabinet earlier 
this year. 


S.K. Patil, a member of the 


Congress faction that broke with 
her in 1969 and formed a 
separate party, said, "At long 
last, Mrs. Gandhi has met her 
Watergate. I am also delighted 
to see that law and justice have 
prevailed." 


But Congress party leaders 


who conferred with Mrs. Gandhi 
after the verdict emerged with a 
declaration that she was still the 
only 
source 
of 
political 


leadership and stability for the 
country. 


One source said her advisers 


felt there was "a"very good 
case" for a successful appeal. 


In the past, chief ministers of 


Indian states found guilty in 
election cases have quit their 
offices as soon as the verdicts 
were announced, even befpre 
their appeals were filed. But 
there is no precedent in national 
'politics since Mrs. Gandhi is the 
first prime minister to be tried. 


Mrs. Gandhi's father, one of 


the towering figures of Indian 
nationalism, was the country's 
prime minister from indepen- 
dence in 1947 until 1964. 


Shastri died in 1966, and 


Nehru's old associates picked 
his daughter to be prime 
minister because they thought 
they could control her. But in 
1969 she split the Congress party 
in a battle with its conservative 
leaders, vigorously pushed a

Later he added the as- 
sassination assertion. - 


Early in the week the Rockefeller 


Commission filed a 229-page report 
with the White House which President 
Ford made public two days ago. 


The Commission presented an ad- 


dendum touching on the assassination 
aspect which Ford turned over to the 
Attorney General for a decision on 
whether the information justifies 
prosecution 
or requires 
further 


checking. Several Congressional cri- 
tics complained over the: secrecy and 
the 
brevity 
of 
the 
addendum. 


, Rockefeller defended the brief "review 


on the ground the Commission 
received Ford's further directive too 
late before the President's previously 
established deadline for the main 
report. 


The main report documents exten- 


sively the allegations of domestic spy- 
ing. Left wingers and their associa- 
tions came under close scrutiny by 
CIA agents. They intruded themselves 
into several campaigns for elective of- 
fice and one federal employee serving 
as a guinea pig in a drug test com- 
mitted suicide. 


The report urged nearly 30 struc- 


tural changes within the CIA to fores- 
tall future excursions into the purely 
domestic arena and recommends a 
Congressional watchdog committee be 
created to monitor the agency's ac- 
tivities. 


Except as the addendum may touch 


upon the subject, little is said about 
drawing the line between keeping an 
eye on developments beyond our 
borders and intruding into a foreign 
nation's domestic affairs. The latter 
has been the stock in trade of the 
Communist bloc's intelligence activity 
almost from May Day of 1917 in Mos- 
cow. 


Galling as the latter may be to 


American thinking, the record is fairly 
clear such undercover interference 
has contributed substantially to Com- 
munism's outward growth which a 
mere glance at the map shows to be 
undeniably true. 


Any cloak and dagger outfit labors 


under the syndrome of spying being a 
dirty trade. The OSS did not suffer 
from this mental handicap because it 
was a wartime operation and the 
average American felt anything goes 
so far as the Germans, Italians and 
Japanese were concerned. 


Truman realized the attitude could 


change once the guns were silenced. 
He also recognized the need for con- 
tinuing the groundwork spaded up by 
the OSS. The two factors unquestiona- 
bly prompted to believe a change in 
name, though not in purpose, was in 
order. 


Any agency, left to its own devices 


as Congress and every White House 
tenant from Truman's day have done, 
is prone to get out of bounds.

Guns can be purchased for very 
little money, and it appears that 
cheap guns, sometimes known 
as Saturday night specials, are 
responsible for so many of the 
murders in metropolitan areas, 
even in small towns like Benton 
Harbor. So maybe we need a

WASHINGTON - The other 


day, a man planning to run for 
Congress next year called the 
government office charged with 
interpreting the new federal 
election reform law to ask how 
much he'll be allowed to spend 
in the "race" for party nomina- 
tion if he has no opponent and 
thus no contest. 


This was no idle question. For 


if a candidate doesn't get out 
and 
hustle 
when 
party 


primaries are held whether he 
has primary opposition or not, 
he may be eclipsed in the 
general election by an opponent 
or another party who has cam- 
paigned early or late. Early 
campaigning • is 
especially 


necessary for first-time can- 
didates whose names are not 
mil known to the public. 


The new law, however, while 


outlining what may be spent in 
primary and other contests, are 
not clear on the spending point 
this man raised. 


•--• The 
office, charged with 


supervising the reform law gave 
simple, direct, legal, dishonest 
advice. Go out and dig yourself 
up any kind of an opponent, 
shadow or not. Then the spend- 
ing will be legal. 


What is the candidate to do 


. then? Create a phony paper 


rival, thus complying;with'the 
letter of the law and tearing the 
spirit to shreds? Go ahead and 
spend, even if .there's no op- 
position, and risk prison if the 


-.; law is interpreted against'him 
f later? Or hold off .'spend only 
. for the general election and give 


•'• his November opponent a semfc 


free ride? 


Literally read, the new law 


would prevent a newspaper edi- 


' .tor from coming out for a can- 


didate editorially. A paper could 
well be held contributing Illegal 


; amounts to a campaign if it 


gave top much coverage or too 
favorable coverage over time to 


one candidate over another, a 
restriction which 
obviously 


won't be enforced. 


The law puts a lid on what a 


candidate may spend for his 
campaign and • what can • be 
spent for Mm by hu committee 
and even by 
talented 
in- 


dividuals working 
indepen- 


dently. But as far a* can be de- 
termined from a careful reading 
of the law by expert}, there is no 
restriction against groups or 
individuals spending'all they 
want when working against a 
candidate — though It is clear 
that knocking one nun'effec- 
tively helps his opponent. The 
new law, through this loophole, 
would seem to encourage smear 
campaigns 
and discourage 


honest electioneering. 


Only an idiot would be 


prepared to be treasurer of any 
campaign for the Senate or 
House of Representatives today. 
The 
regulations 
are 
so 


complicated and so contradic- 
tory be would be certain to 
seriously overstep at one point 
or another, making him subject 
to imprisonment or fine. 


The law says, for example, 


that anyone donating $10 or 
more must' list his name, 
address and occupation and that 
this must be kept on file. 


Reports around the country 


tare that many small donors 
' strongly object to this provision, 
arguing their personal business 
is just that and no one else's 
business at all, especially the 
government. Thousands may 
just decide, therefore, to send in 
their |10, flS or 120 omitting 
their occupation. What then 
does the treasurer do? If he in- 
sists on the information, he 
risks turning them against his 
candidate.: If he'returns the 
money, he faces the same reac- 
tion. If the money comes in with 
no address, does he then turn it 
over to the U.S. Treasury? 


Mayaguez 
Affair 


ABoostForU.S. 


A kind of acrid backlash, a 


muttering in the underbrush, 
has been developing against the 
Administration's handling of 
the Mayaguez affair, and It has 
reached sufficient proportions 
that a considered reply is called 
for. 


Anthony Lewis of the (Times 


has produced several shrill cri- 
tiques in which the U.S. as usual 
is guilty, and supporters of 
Gerald Ford's action are termed 
"Mingoes" and "Yahoos." The 
New York Bcview of Books — an 
influential barometer of Left- 
academic opinion — is full of 
comment like the following by 
Christoper Lasch, a history 
professor at Rochester and the 
author of several well-known 
books: 


"The latest escapade in the 


Gulf of Siain, though far more' 
puny and contemptible" (than 
the Cuban missile crisis or 
Vietnam itself) "bears all the 
earmarks of earlier American 
interventions — panicky and 
premature American resort to 
force out of all proportion to the 
stakes involved," etc. 


What most people, including 


most Senators and Congress- 
men, knew instinctively upon 
the completion of the Mayaguez 
mission had therefore best, be 
stated clearly now. 


Under those circumstances, 


only the prompt use of force 
could have produced the desired 
larger 
result. Force was 


required — a decisive action, 
and a successful one. 


Yes, conceivably, the Ad- 


ministration might have pur- 
sued the diplomatic route to the 
end. 
Quite 
possibly 
the 


Mayaguez crew would have 
been required to sign phony 
confessions to the effect that 
they were CIA agents. Ransom 
might nave been required. 


But, even if neither of these 


horrors nor others had oc- 
curred, and even if diplomacy 
had eventually been successful 
in recovering the ship and the 
men, such a course would only 
have augmented the widespread 
impression of U.S. weakness.. 
Coming on the heels of our In- 
dochina disaster, and par- 
tlculrly the mode of our final 
exit, prolonged negotiation with 
the Khmer regime over an 


illegal ship seizure would have 
been yet another 
political 


disaster. 


The important thing about the 


Mayaguez affair was that it 
enabled President Ford to fill in 
the "hiatus" so candidly point- 
ed to by the Prime Minister of 
Singapore recently. Ford acted 
like a President, like a chief of 
state, and like the Commander- 
in-Chief of the Armed Forces. 
He made the decisions, gave the 
orders, and he was successful.' 
He got the men and the ship 
back. 


Until Mayaguez, Ford was an 


unelected, 
interim 
figure. 


Throughout the final Indochina 
collapse, he had been passive 
and ineffective, battered from 
pillar to post by events he had 
little chance of controlling. But 
Mayaguez, though minor in 
many ways, had the effect of 
legitimizing Ford as President. 


That legitimation, indeed, I 


take 
to be part 
of 
the 


overwhelming expression of 
support for Ford's action from 
virtually every segment of nor- 
mal American opinion, liberal 
and conservative. 


Not surprisingly, given this 


positive effect, the equations 
changed noticeably among po- 
tential Presidential contenders. 
Mayaguez hurt Sen. Henry 
Jackson, who first criticized the 
handling of the matter sharply 
and then reversed himself, 
looking silly. The stock went 
down a bit in the Ronald Reagan 
camp, at least temporarily. 


On Ford's _ recent swing 


through 
Europe, 
observers 


sensed a change in the at- 
mosphere surrounding him. 
Brussels was a moderate suc- 
cess. The Syrians-renewed for 
six months the presence of the 
U.N. buffer force. The Egyp- 
tians opened the Suez Canal and 
the Israelis pulled back their 
forces in Slani. It would be 
foolish to connect any of this 
with Mayaguez, but it IMS all 
been part of • larger picture, » 
sense of the tide turning for 
Ford.

Expert Tells City Complete Charter Revision 


Needed For Change To 'Strong Mayor'

The attorney for the Benton 


Harbor city charter commission 
has advised that a petition drive 
for an election to amend the 
charter into a strong mayor 
government "is not valid." 


Atty. 
David 
Morris, 
of 


Kalamazoo, said: "It is my con- 
sidered opinion that this petition 
is not valid since ifrepresents a 
substantial change in the form 
of government for the City of 
Benton Harbor without the 
charter having been completely 


revised." 


Morris' opinion agrees with 


that of City Atty. Carl Cooper 
who said last week a full-time or 
strong mayor change constitut- 
ed revision and not amendment 
of the charter. 


Cooper issued an opinion, 


addressed to Mayor Charles F. 
Joseph, as a result of circulation 
of pcttiions by a committee, 
"Citizens For A Full-Time 
Mayor." 


Cooper also requested advice 


from Morris, who is considered 
one of state's leading municipal 


charter attorneys, having been 
counsel for Grand Rapids, Bay 
City, Battle Creek, Benton Har- 
bor among others. 


Morris said in a letter to 


Cooper: "In my opinion the pe- 
tition seeks to change the 
present council-manager form 
of government of the City of 
Benton Harbor into a strong 
mayor form of government." 


He then cited a court of ap- 


peals decision: "A change in 
the form of government of a 
home rule city may be made 
only by revision of the city 


charter, not by amendment." 


Morris concluded: "It follows 


that if the petition is filed and is 
as you have represented it to 
me, the city clerk should be in- 
structed to take no further ac- 
tion with respect to the petition 
and the circulators should be 
advised that it is not considered 
of any legal validity." 


If Benton Harbor holds a 


primary election Aug. 5, city 
voters will ballot for a third 
time on a revised charter, if a 
primary is not necessary, the 
charter vote will be Nov. 4 in the 


general municipal election. 


Joseph is an advocate of 


.strong mayor government with 
power to hire and fire certain 
officials. The charter for which 
a vote is pending retains the city 
manager form. 


Joseph said he will announce 


Tuesday if he will be a can- 
didate for re-election this year.

the number of deaths due lo 
cancer and lung disease. 
''Feeling Good" the television 
health series examines this 
trend in "You've Come A Long 
Way ... Maybe," on Wednes- 
day, June 18. 


Feeling Good is broadcast on 


the 250 stations of the Public 
Broadcasting Service (8 p.m. 
Eastern-? p.m. Central). 


Surrounded by smoking man- 


nequins from different '.eras, 
host Dick Cavett says that 
smoking is one of the ways 
•omen ire catching up with 
men. But, he asks, "Is this the 
type of equality you want?" 


The program not only looks at 


the increase from a historical 
perspective but focuses on 
"quitting." Several women tell 
how. they went about breaking 
the habit and why. A special 
documentary covers the Stop 
Smoking Clinic al Ihe American 
Cancer Sociely, where Ihc 
behavioral approach to quilling 
is used. 


This approach requires lha| 


the person know what kind of 
smoker he or she is before ac- 
tually giving it up. On a score 
sheet that is used to wrap a 
package of cigarettes, the 
smoker must list the reason for 
each .cigarette, the time of day, 
and how she felt. Then, she 
scores the importance of the 
smoke on a scale from one to • 
five points. Later, she will be 
required to stop smoking on a 
given day. The theory here is 
that if you know what kind of 
smoker you are and why you 
smoke you will be able to put 


obstacles between you and 
cigarettes. 


As Cavett says it may be dif- 


ficult for a smoker to quit when 
the tobacco industry spends 
more than half a million dollars 
a day on advertising. Too, about 
30 new brands have been in- 
troduced in the last year alone 
"each one carefully researched 
and aimed at some spot where 
you 
may 
be 
emotionally 


vulnerable," says Cavett. Bui, 
despile all this, it's possible lo 
kick Ihe habit and there are 
places a smoker can lurn lo for.

floors and carpets while provid- 
ing shiny waxed surfaces and 
revitalized carpets. 


However, 
the 
equipment 


should be kept clean for operat- 
ing efficiency. To do this, 
simply wipe the appliance, 
including the cord and motor 
housing, with a sudsy sponge or 
cloth. Use a wide-toothed comb 
to coax lint and hair from brush 
bristles. Wash brushes in de- 
tergent or soapsuds and rinse 
well. Shake out excess water 
and allow brushes to dry na- 
turally, bristles down and away 
from heat. 


After each use, empty any 


leftover liquid cleanser or wax 
from the dispenser tank and 
rinse the unit. .Half fill with 
warm water and detergent or 
soap; shake thoroughly. Rinse1 
again. 


Rub the used surfaces of steel 


wool pads together to remove 
dirt. Also wash felt and lamb's 
wool buffing pads to remove 
accumulated wax. Work warm 
suds through the pads until they 
are clean. Rinse and press out 
excess moisture with clean 
towels. Shake lamb's wool pads 
several times while drying to 
restore fluffiness. Allow ail pads 
to dry thoroughly before reuse.

LANSING, Mich. (AP) - 


State Energy Director William 
Archer was terrified a month 
ago when be started driving a 
motorcycle to work to drama! ize 
the need for fuel conservation. 


Now the 41-ycar-oM father of 


fire has settled down to being 
just scared during his 30-mile 
roundtrip daily from Mason to 
Lansing. And, he's not sure his 
message is getting across. 


"It's a little bit scary. 1 never 


rode a motorcycle before. I had 
to go out and learn how to do it." 
Archer says, strapping on his 
helmet. 


"I bought the motorcycle to 


impress on people the need for 
energy 
conservation, 
but 


something must be wrong with 
my speedometer. I have it set at 
55 and everybody keeps passing 
me." 


But if his venture doesn't 


impress gas-guzzlers. Archer 
points out it saves him money 
because be gets 60 miles to the 
gallon. 


"A lot of people here don't 


realize the energy1 shortage's 
impact on them," Archer says. 
"So there isn't a push for public 


support" 


The energy crisis exists today 


and gasoline prices may go 
above 78 cents a gallon next fall, 
Archer says. 


Michigan's current outstate 


average gasoline price of 57.8 
cents a gallon probably will 
jump to 68.3 cents as reserves 
dwindle. Archer said. And. if 
Mideast oil producers go ahead 
with a VI per barrel price hike 
in September, a gallon of 
gasoline could cost 71.3 cents 
outstate, he reported. 


Michigan imports 95 per cent 


of its fuel oil, gasoline, natural 
gas and coal from other parts of 
the nation and overseas, he 
notes. 


"I'd 
say 
we're 
pretty 


vulnerable. We've gone in the 
last three months from a 57 
million gallon surplus a month 
down to 31.5 million gallons 
now," Archer says. 


Michigan's gasoline surplus 


translates into a tliree^ay 
reserve supply. The state is in 
better shape for fuel oil, wHh 
eight or nine days of reserve. 


As reserves dwindle, prices 


go up. The biggest factor in the 
likely gasoline price increase 
may be the failure of Congress 
to act and if President Ford 
moves to remove a price lid on 
oil produced from existing 
welb. Archer says. 


He would like to arm his 


energy office with power to 
develop its own energy infor- 
mation system instead of rely- 
ing on federal allocation infor- 
mation. Archer also expressed 
disappointment that there has 
bran little legislative movement 
toward a proposed state energy 
act.

LANSING, Mich. (AP) - In 


an unusual split decision, the 


• stale Court of Appeals has ruled 
" unconstitutional a law allowing 


suspension of mental patients' 
driver's licenses without a 
'bearing. 


A driver's license is a major 


' property interest in a mobile 
society and its loss without a 
prior hearing could hamper 
recovery of the patient, said the 
controlling opinion by Judge 
Nathan J. Kaufman. 


Mental patients should be 


allowed at least a bearing prior 
to the "severe deprivation" of 
license loss, be said. 


The appeals court also ruled 


the state cannot require a note 
from a mental institution 
superintendent before reinstat- 
ing a patient's license. 


Appeals Court Judge Glenn 


Allen said a temporary license 
suspension is justified to keep 
dangerous drivers off the road, 
but an earlj. hearing on the sus- 
, pension should be conducted. 


Judge Michael O'Hara said 
allowing a person to go to the 
license appeals board for reins- 
tatement provides sufficient due 
process. 


Kaufman and Allen upheld an 


earlier decison by Kent County 
Circuit Court Judge John T. 
Lells against the secretary of 
state. Tire case is expected to go 
to the state Supreme Court. 


Thc case in question involves 


Victoria Gargagliano, who was 
released from Kalamazoo State 
Hospital and placed on con- 
valescent status- Dec. 7, 1973. 
Five days later, the hospital's 
medical superintendent notifed 
state officials she suffered 
i'mental or physical infirmities 
... rendering her unsafe" to 
drive. Mrs. Gargaglino's license 
was suspended Jan. 12 and she 
sued in Kent County Circuit 
Court to get it back.

DETROIT (AP) — Detroiters 


are killing each other at a 
slower pace this year. If the 
pace continues, the city will rid 
itself of its ranking as the 
murder capital of the country. 


The Motor City homicide rate 


has been highest among major 
U.S. cities for several years, 
followed closely by Atlanta and 
at a safe distance by St. Louis 
and Chicago.

f 12.7 million, he said..

America had an Army before 


it had a Declaration of Indepen- 
dence. 


That's a fact which Sergeant 


First Class George Johnson 
would like everyone to know. 


Sgt. Johnson is commander of 


the Army recruiting station at 
Fairplam Plaza on the outskirts 
of Benton Harbor. He's proud of 
"his" Army and he's taking the 
opportunity of it's 200th birth- 
day anniversary to spread the 
word. 


The U.S. Army was born, says 


Sgt. Johnson, on June 14, 1775, 
when the second Continental 
Congress voted to adopt the 
colonial militia then besieging 
Boston. George Washington for- 


mally took command of these 
troops three weeks later. But by 
then the militia had already 
seen action at Bunker Hill, on 
June 17. 


The New England militia 


showed its courage at that en- 
gagement — the British suf- 
fered 1,054 casualties, while the 
colonists' toll was 441 killed, 
wounded and taken prisoner. 
Although the British won the 
battle, it was regarded as a 
moral victory for the colonists 
because of the way militia had 
resisted regulars, and this led 
the 
Americans 
to 
be 


dangerously overconfident. 


Washington soon discovered 


that the militia was insufficient.

Militiamen 
were 
recruited 


locally, owed their allegiance 
only to their own colony, and 
were accustomed to going home 
when a particular danger was 
past or their crops needed tend- 
ing. Discipline, training, pay 
and supply were chaotic. Not 
until January 1776 did the Con- 
tinental Congress respond to 
Washington's urgent appeals by 
establishing a standing force of 
regulars raised from all the 
colonies and distinct from the 
several colonial militias. 


These "Continentals" were 


enlisted for longer periods and 
trained more thoroughly than 
the militia. They were the 
nucleus on which Washington 
relied throughout the War of 
Independence, despite their be- 
ing ill-armed, badly clothed and 
irregularly paid. Desertion was 
so common that Washington 
once wrote: "We shall have to 
detach one half the army to 
bring back the other." The fact 
that the Army did not disin- 
tegrate is attributable to 
Washington's own talents as a 
leader. But the Continentals 
were seen as being a wartime 
expedient, and when peace was 
declared Congress disbanded 
the entire Army — against 
Washington's advice — except 
for "25 privates to guard the 
stores at Ft. Pitt and 55 to guard 
the stores at West Point."

House Panel To Focus On CIA's Probe Of Itself 


WASHINGTON (AT) - A 


newly created House subcom- 
mittee on the CIA is beginning 
its investigation by focusing on 
the agency's own secret pnte of 
its misdeeds. 
• 


The panel is part of the larger 


special House committee set up 
to investigate U.S. intelligence 


operations. A similar Senate 
committee has been at work for 
several months. 


"This is where Pandora's Box 


opened up," a staff member 
said Wednesday in reference to 
the internal investigation begun 
in 1973 by then-CIA director 
James R. Schtesinger in res- 


ponse to revelations of'agency 
assistance to the White House 
plumbers. 


CIA director William E. Colby 


is scheduled to appear today 
before the panel headed by Rep. 
James V. Stanton, D-Ohiu- 


Stanton was quoted today, by 


the Cleveland Plain Dealer as 


saying he was informed the CIA 
was involved in the actual as- 
sassination of at least one 
foreign leader. But he refused to 
name the leader. 


Colby declined to comment 


Wednesday 
about 
the 


Rockefeller Commission report, 
other than to say he would not 
endorse 
the 
commission's 


recommendation that part of the 
CIA budget be made public. 


"I wouldn't recommend it, 


but that is for Congress to 


decide." Colby said as he 
emerged from a closed session 
of the House defense appropria- 
tions subcommittee. The chair- 
man of that subcommittee. Rep. 


George H. Mahon, D-Tex., 
agreed with Colby's sentiments, 
saying such information would 
risk disclosing CIA secrets. 


Frank Church, chairman 


of the Senate intelligence panel, 
said the Rockefeller report "is 
in all likelihood just the tip of 
the iceberg." 


The 300-page report is limited 


to domestic activities. Church 
said, adding that "our work 
must probe much deeper into 
the CIA, examining allegations 
of assassination as well as the 
entire area of foreign covert 
. operations. 


Church said he agrees with 


many of the commission's 
recommendations but added 
that the report should have 
proposed 
specific 
criminal 


penalties for future wrongdoing. 


At the White House, Press 


Secretary Ron Nessen. said 
President Ford was drafting 
letters to the Defense, State, 
Treasury and Justice depart- 
ments as well as to the CIA. 
asking 
for comments and 


recommendations based on the 
commission report. 


"After he receives these 


recommendations and sugges- 
tions, the President will decide 
uiiat action to take administra- 
tively and what 
legislation 


might be required," Nessen 
said.

Nessen also said Justice 


Department 
lawyers 
and 


representatives 
of the Senate 


committee have begun to review 
the Rockefeller Commission's 
fifes. 


The files fill 12 drawers in 


four safes while the material on 
alleged assassination plots fills 
less than one drawer, Nessen 
said.

Court Orders Buses For Detroit 


CINCINNATI (AP) - The 


«h U.S. Circuit Court ot Ap- 
peals vacated a temporary in- 
junction Wednesday and or- 
dered the purchase of ISO buses 
to be used in an integration 
plan for Detroit schools. 


The court left temporarily 


unanswered the question of 
wtether the city or'state should 
pay for the buses and invited 
state officials to submit a 
proposal by June 17 on possible 
forms of payment. 


Apparently responding to ar- 


guments from city school of- 
ficials that they would have to 
cut programs to pay for the 
buses, the appelate court said 
the method of funding should 
be one which "will not curtail 
the opportunities of students of 
Detroit." 


The 
purchases 
were 


originally ordered by U.S. Dis- 
trict Court Judge Robert E. 
DeMascio, who is overseeing

Gerald Young, assistant at- 


torney general tor the state of 
Michigan, argued that state 
payment would turn Michigan 
law "upside down" and was 
contrary 
to 
principles of 


federalism. 


He said the state was' pro- 


tected by the llth Amendment 
to the Constitution which pro- 
tects states from judicial 
levies. 


Two of the three judges 


frequently questioned Young 
about the possibility of contin- 
gency money for funding the 
busing program. At one point, 
one of the judges claimed he 
was "startled" that the state

buses. He closed his argument 
by saying: "It's incredible that 
the state doesn't come and lead 
the way and show bow funds 
can be provided. 


"As I go back home I have to 


feel ashamed of my slate," be 
said. 


Roumell said the school dis- 


trict would operate with a CO 
million deficit just to maintain 
services. 
Any 
possible 


purchases would hare to come 
at the expense of cutting school 
days, reading programs and 


laying off teachers. 


All parties involved - the 


stnte, the school board and the 
National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People 
— agreed the buses were 
needed, but the stale and city 


differed on who should foot the 
$2.4 million but 


NAACP attorney Louis Lucas 


said the matter of who should 
pay should be put aside anyway 
until after the entire busing 
program was completed.

Naval Engagement 200 Years Ago 


MACHIAS, Maine (AP) - 


Two hundred years ago today, 
20 angry frontier lumbermen 
aimed with pitchforks seized a 
British warship that had come 
here for wood to build barracks 
ill Boston. 


-The episode in Machias Bay 


was the first naval battle of the 
American Revolution. Fought 
300 miles up the coast from 
Lexington and far from colonial 
commercial centers, it was 
called the "Lexington of the 
Sea" by pioneer writer James 
Fenhimore Cooper. 
The battle, which is being 
reenacted today, pitted the Bri- 
tish 
schooner 
Margaretta 


against its own escort sloop, the 
Unity. The young patriots had 


sneaked the Unity out from 
under the British noses and 
used it to capture the Mar- 
garetta. 


News of the patriot victory 


spread rapidly and boosted the 
colonists' morale. The Unity 
was renamed the Machias 
Liberty and within a few weeks 
had captured the British naval 
schooner Diligent. 


The Margaretta came up from 


Boston on June 2,1775, with the 
Unity and the Polly in the king's 
service. It had been nearly two 
months since the "shot heard 
round the world" was fired at 
Lexington. 


The sloops, both loaded with 


supplies to trade for wood, 
belonged to Captain Ichabod 


Jones, 
a 
wealthy 
Boston 


merchant. He had the colonists 
at a distinct disadvantage and 
he knew it. 


People in Machias feared 


hunger that spring. 


On May 25, 1775, .they had 


written a letter to the Congress 
of Massachusetts Bay, noting 
that they had had a hard time 
getting provisions since the 
previous fall's severe drought. 


The 100 families of Machias 


asked for help and noted with 
pride, "We have not purchased 
any food of those persons whom 
we suppose to be inimical to our 
country." 
' 
- 


But when the Margaretta 


arrived, her guns were fixed on 
the colonists' homes. A town 


meeting was called June 6, and 
the people of Machias voted to 
give Captain Jones the lumber 
in exchange for food. 


But Jones and British Lt. 


James Moore made two drastic 
mistakes. 


Immediately after the town 


meeting, Jones brought the 
Unity and the Polly down to the 
town wharf and began dis- 
tributing the goods and loading 
lumber. But he refused to dis- 
tribute provisions to people who 
had voted aginst him in the 
meeting. 


The second mistake was Lt. 


Moore's. He insisted the towns- 
people take down their Liberty 
Pole, a tall pine with its limbs 


and foliage cut except for a tuft 
on top. 


Machias held another town 


meeting 
and 
vehemently 


refused to-touch the Liberty 
Pole, 
which 
stood 
iir a 


prominent place in town. 


The four-day 
bicentennial 


celebration of the patriots' vic- 
tory will include a memorial 
service for Jeremiah O'Brien 
and a fish chowder dinner.

OPEC To Hike Prices Oct. 1 


LIBREVILLE, Gabon (AP) -. The Organization of Petroleum 


Exporting Countries says that it intends to raise the prices of 
crude oils on OcL 1. A communique issued Wednesday night at the 
end of the three-day OPEC ministerial meeting in Libreville said 
the 13-nation cartel would stand by its current price freeze 
scheduled to expire Sept. 30. "However, in view of increasing 
inflation, the depreciation of the value of the dollar and the con- 
sequent erosion of the real value of the oil revenues of member 
countries, the conference decided to readjust crude oil prices as 
from OcL 1,1975," the communique declared. 


Spray Ban Proposed 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The gas that propels underarm 


deodorants as well as many other sprays may damage the world's 
upper atmosphere and increase the risk of skin cancer, a federal 
task force warned today. If so, it may be necessary to ban 
fluorocarbon gas from those super-civilized cans of aerosol 
deodorant, antiperspirant and hair spray, the group said. The 
cosmetics themselves could be used. But if no other gas propellant 
could be used in these products, the cosmetics would hare to be 
applied with roll-on applicators, tubes, flasks or hand-squeezed 
atomizers; 


Panel Precicted NYC Woes 


WASHINGTON (AP) — They are not saying "I told you so" at 


the Advisory Commission on Intergovernmental Relations, but 
they hope other cities and states will learn from New York City's 
financial crisis. The commission, a bipartisan government 
agency, studied 30 large cities with financial problems, including 
New York, and concluded two years ago that a serious crisis could 
be avoided in all cases. The commission developed detailed 
recommendations on what states and cities should do to meet their 
problems, including such measures as state veto power over city 
budgets, payrolls, contracts and collective bargaining agreements 
in the event of a city financial emergency.

Schweitzer believed that the 


best way to treat African pa- 
tients was to keep them in con- 
ditions close to those of their 
normal lives. As a result, the 
wooden huts housing patients 
under treatment were built 
without windows "to keep out 
evil spirits," and the hospital to 
this day resembles an African 


village. 


Some of the older and less 


sanitary huts have now been 
abandoned, and every room has 
running water and electricity. 
The goats and pigs Schweitzer 
allowed to roam the 350-acre 
compound on the Ogooue River 
have been banished. 


But Habicht believes the 


modernization must be carried 
much further if the Schweitzer 
hospital is not to be abandoned 
to the jungle. 


"We are really needed here," 


he said. "If we give up the 
struggle, 
it-would not be 


because we are not needed but 
because we cannot continue our 
work in a'decent way."

thousands of other d.j.'s," 
Wolfman says, "radio spread 
rock 'n' roll all over the world. 
All you had to do was flip the 
dial and the party was on." 


Beginning in 1958, Wolfman 


was one of those d.j.'s himself, 


. his rapid fire growl of a voice 


and the rock 'n' roll and rhythm 
and blues tunes booming out to 
much of the lower half of the 
United States from 250,000-watt 
station KERF in Del Rio, Tex. 


It has been all uphill from 


there. 


Today, taping from his home 


in Beverly Hills, he is syndicat- 
ed to approximately 120 stations 
in the United States and more 
than 650 elsewhere. He has been 
doing guest shots and master of 
ceremony chores at concerts for 
many years and last year pulled 
do\vn the announcing spot on 
NBC-TV's weekly "Midnight 
Special" pop music show. 


Wolfman, also had a key role 


playing himself in "American 
Graffiti," the movie that really 
made clear how significantly 
radio and rock 'n' roll are linked 
in the lives and minds of young 
people. 


"I want to get people to 


appreciate radio more. They 
take it for granted too much," 
Wolfman said one day recently 
inside the hot, smokey studio 
where the show was rehearsing. 


He was explaining why, in 


deciding he wanted to do a live, 
"concept" show, he chose to pay 
homage to the medium that 
gave him his start. 


"It's not just a juke box," he 


continued. 


"Radio is a:trend setter; it's 


entertainment; it's a friend. I 
was thinking just today that if 
someone cut all the radios off, 
just said we couldn't flip them 
on anymore, people would go 
bananas." 


In "I Saw Radio," Wolfman is 


backed by an eight-piece band, 


three backup vocalists, six 
dancers and speciality acts 
based on Little Richard and El- 
vis Presley — certainly' enough 
to cover up any weaknesses in 
his own performing abilities. 


The set is a monstrous radio, 


complete with moving dial and 
broadcast towers. 


Much of it is made of ple- 


xiglass mirrors. 


"I specifically designed it so 


that anyone who goes stoned — 
it will just blow them away," 
says set designer Tommy Goetz 
with a sly grin. 


Says Wolfmanr-'Tm not try- 


ing to outsing or outdance 
anyone. I'm just doing the 
Wolfman Jack show. I just want 
to make people happy, the same 
as with my radio show. I hope 
it'll be like a big party." 


But isn't it a difficult transi- 


tion, from the anonymity of the 
radio to performing center 
stage?

moment. 


"I consider myself an actor," 


he offered in a serious vein. 
"Wolfman Jack started out as 
an act. Now I've more or less 
become the Wolfman, but this is 
just a further extension of an 
act. 


The statement is believable 


when he says it, for Wolfman in 
quiet conversation is mild and 
straight-forward — quite the 
opposite of his wild, jive talking 
on-the-air character. 


Nevertheless, his manager, 


Don Kelley, says the investment 
of nearly $100,000 for a lavish 
production has a definite pur- 
pose.

here, man)-," says Kelley, a 
dead ringer for ex-Beattte Paul 
McCartney. "Who's going to 
pay $«.50 to see Wolfman Jack 
sing and dance?

"We can even go out into the 
yard for an hour or two after 
supper — that is, if we don't 
mind taking a chance on getting 
mugged or ripped off in some 
other way."

Michigan Prison was criticized 
harshly in the letter. 


"I've been locked up in here 


for five long years and haven't 
seen a plate of fried eggs and 
bacon or sausage or ham. 
There's no way an electric 
skillet and decent food in our 
store would be a security risk. 
But we can't have them." 


The inmate said "some of you 


good people" would be sick if 
forced to eat prison 
food 


regularly. 


He also said television sets at 


the prison cost about an in- 
mate's yearly pay, making 
purchase impossible for most. 


"I know it is not you good 


people's fault that we are in 
here, for we haw committed a 
crime and we must pay the 
penalty for it. 


"1 hope this will give you an 


idea why some people will try 
anything to get out of here," the 
inmate wrote. 


"So don't think too horribly of 


us, for who knows — someday 


you may be here also."

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Glamorous Convertible Fades From American Scene

DETROTT (AP) — Once, in a 


happier America, hair blowing 
in the wind, we toured the 
highways and the byways of,the 
nation with the top down. 


We saw movies with Andy 


Hardy and his college chums 
packed into a bulging eonverti- 
ble, and we dreamed and 
parked high in the hills with the 
stars blinking above and the 
city lights below. And we were 
Jimmy Stewart 
and June 


Allyson, or were we Clark Gable 
and Carole Lombard? Romance 
was alive in the land. 


And America was in love with 


the convertible. But, alas, no 
more. 


Too many things conspired 


against it. City air got dirtier. 
Speeds got higher and rollovers 
increased. Gas went up and 
joy-riding went down. Thieves 
slashed the canvas and stole the 
cigarette lighter or the radio. 


And so this year we note with 


mourning that Chevrolet, Pon- 
tiac, Oldsmobilc and Buick are 
halting production of their few 
convertible models, leaving only 
a high-priced Cadillac soft top 
•alone on the American-made 
market and priced out of reach 
of all but a few. 


"It's a dying breed," said a 


man from Chevrolet. 


American Motors dropped the 


convertible in 1968. Chrysler 
followed in 1971 and Ford in 
1973. 


The truth is they just don't 


sell. In 1963 convertible sales hit 
their peak — 540,000 cars or 7 
per cent of total sales. But this' 
model year, with General Mo- 
tors alone in the field, converti- 
bles accounted for only half of 1 
per cent of company sales. . 


"Air conditioning killed us," 


says a man from GM. "People 


want air conditioning and it 
doesn't make sense to order it in 
a convertible." Three-quarters 
of GM cars last year had air 
conditioning. 


But what the heck, everything 


has changed. A lot of people 
would probably think it corny 
today to sit in an open car on a 
starry night and dream about 
the future. Or maybe it's the 
discomfort of the sun beating 
down, and the wind undoing 
what the hair dryer and the hair 
spray have done. 


You can sec the contrast by 


looking back to June 1923 when 
the Saturday Evening Post (my 
God. even it's gone) ran an ad 
for the sporty Jordan Playboy 
Roadster. 


"Somewhere 
west 
of 


Laramie," it said, "there's a 
bronco-busting, 
steer-roping 


girl w'ho knows what I'm talking 
about ... the playboy was built 
for her ... Built for the lass 
whose face is brown with the 
sun ... There's a savor of .. 
laughter and lilt and light — a 
hint of old loves — and saddle 
and quirt ... with the spirit of 
the lass who rides, lean and 
rangy into the red horizon of a 
Wyoming twilight." 


Wow! But that kind of prose is 


out of style, too. 
' 


The American car was born 


open, but gradually style closed 
in. And oddly that gave the 
convertible a new status. While 
doctors and bankers encased 
themselves in steel and glass, 
cutting out the sound of the 
road, the dreamers dreamt of 
openness, the sporty, dashing 
fighter pilot in the open cockpit. 


Ultimately Detroit got clinical 


about the convertible. Chrysler 
ordered a study, and it found 
that a convertible in the window 
lured more men into the 
showroom. Why? 


Every now and then in the 


course of my varied reading, I 
come across an item that really 
hits the funny bone. This one is 
a letter to a university alumni 
journal, in the course of which a 
young woman casually ob- 
serves: "In my opinion, the 
university does not do enough 
for its undergrads or graduate 
students in terms of securing 
jobs or graduate school posi- 
tions for them. Furthermore, 
there is a dearth of information 


• about possible careers and 


career alternatives. As seniors, 
too many students find they 
have fulfilled the requirements 
for a major but have no idea 
where to go from there." 


'Admittedly my reaction to 


this wail of woe was influenced 
by the fact that between the age 
of 19 and 23.1 had an assured 
career. I never had a moment's 
worry about adequate guidance: 
it was provided by my com- 
manding officer. Furthermore, 
my draft board, in no way 
discriminated 
against 
me 


because I had majored in his- 
tory and philosophy; indeed, I 
never knew them to hold 
anyone's undergraduate major 
against him. Only women were 
discriminated 
against: they 


were exempt from selective 
service. 
Allegedly

conscripts were rejected on 
medical grounds, but by 184243, 
if you could see lightning and 
hear thunder, you were in tiptop 
:shape. 


So much for therapy. If we 


take this complaint seriously, 
what does it suggest about the 
"character and role of a univer- 


-.' sity? Recall that the average 


senior is roughly 23 years old, 
but from this description one 
might conclude that he or she' 
was toddling from nursery 
r-ichool to kindergarten. Now, of 
course, there is a case for insti- 
tutionalized guidance in secon- 
dary schools, though my per- 
sonal reaction to a number of 
guidance counsellors I have met 
is that they believe that children 
are born with college board 
scores 
tattooed 
on - their 


foreheads, scores which will — 
as in Plato*s "Republic" — de- 


- termine their status for life. But 


should a college or university be 
a settlement house? 


• To Say this is not for a minute 
to repudiate the obligation of the 
teacher to advise his or her 
students when so requested. I 
spent about 20 years as pre-law 
advisor 
to 
interested 
un- 


dergraduates, and I spend a 
good deal of time trying to place 
my graduate students in good 
positions. But this was not a 
matter of playing psychiatrist 
or guidance counsellor. If a 
student came to me and asked, 
'|What should I be when I grow 
up'", I simply passed (I know 
one such student, financially 
well-off, who after getting his 


on to three yean of 
, received a J.D., and 


is now in his fifth year of work 
on a Ph.D. If, when he gets the 
Ph.D, he still doesn't know what 
he wants to be when he grows 
up, I suppose there is the option 
of five or six years of medical 
school!)

One of the'reasons I have al- 


ways .-> been 
opposed , 
to 


mechanized education —"the 
allowance of advanced credit for 
special courses in high school so 
that a student can enter college 
as a sophomore, the speed-up to 
get the A.B. in three years or 
the A.B. and J.fi. in six — is 
that I consider a university 
primarily as a place where 
young people can mature in an 
intellectual, challenging en- 
vironment. This calls for time; 
time for seepage, meditation 
and osmosis. Intergration, I 
have always argued, takes place 
in the student's mind, not in the 
curriculum. 
Education 
is 


definitely not collecting the 
necessary number of green 
stamps, presenting them for an 
A.B., and then — as the author 
of the letter which touched this 
all off suggested — being tucked 
into one's appropriate niche in 
society by one's academic 
Mother.

Another useful tip 
would be for him or her to buy 
the paper and look at the "Help 
Wanted" advertisements. 


If this doesn't pay off, and the 


old man isn't around with a 
credit card to tide one over the 
terrible period of indecision, I 
recommend my old alma mater, 
the Armed Forces (which no 
longer discriminate against 
women). You get paid, fed, 
clothed and, about all, plenty of 
time to meditate on what you 
want to be when you grow up. If. 
it isn't too demeaning for a 
college graduate, you can even 
learn a useful trade. Right now 
the prospects for carpenters and 
electricians are a tot better than 
those for graduate students.

To West Coast Vote 


SAN FRANCfSCO (AP) — 


"There's a jungle of bowl 
games out there," a Pacific-8 
Conference athletic director, 
Joe Ruetz of Stanford, said 
recently. 


Pac-8 and Big Ten football 


teams may finally be entering 
the jungle, after 18 years with a 
Rose Bowl-or-bust policy. 


A change in Big Ten policy 


became virtually certain Tues- 
day when Michigan, nosed out 
of the race to the Rose Bowl by 
Ohio State the last three years, 
went on record as favoring the 
proposal to let conference teams 
accept bids to the Orange Bowl, 
Cotton Bowl, Sugar Bowl, etc. 


Michigan became the sixth 


Big Ten school to go along with 
the proposal, and a simple 
majority was needed. 


"Whatever action we take in 


regard to participation in other 
games shall not in any way de- 
tract from the stature of the 
Rose Bowl," Wiles Hallock, 
executive director of the Pac-S 
said Wednesday. 


"The Pacific-8 Council subs- 


tantially favors participation in 
; 


other bowls," he added, in- 


dicating the shift in thinking 
since last fall when a majority 
of university presidents' and 
athletic directors, including 
Ruetz, seemed opposed to a 
change which would allow Pac-8 
teams to play outside Pasadena 
each Jan 1. 


Now, it's up to the Pac-8. If 


the West Coast group votes the 
same way, the policy change 
will go into effect. If the Pac-8 
votes no, the Big Ten will still 
be tied to the current Rose Bowl 
setup. 


Hallock said there would be a

Painful Career Over For Ron Hunt 


NEW YORK - 
(NBA) -r 


Nobody this past spring training 
trained harder or queerer than 
Ron Hunt, major league record 
holder for being hit by most 
pilches in one season and one 
career. 


In St. Petersburg, Fla., the St. 


Louis Cardinals' camp, the 
gritty utility infielder stepped 
into the batting cage, his burly 
body snuggling as close to the 
plate as possible, elbows in fact 
hunched over the plate. Batting 
practice pitcher throws. 


Now, with Hunt hitting, the 


next sound is rarely the con- 
ventional smack or crack or 


, pop. The sound is more likely a 
plunk. A plunk in the ribs, a 
plunk in the shoulder Wades, a 
plunk in the back. This par- 
ticular time, it was the elbow. 


In the game later that day, he 


intercepted another pitch on the 
same elbow. 


More: The Cardinals, like all 


teams, have a pitching machine 


named "Iron Mike," which is 
programmed 
to hurl' balls 


toward the plate. "Iron Mike" 
hits nobody, other than Hunt. 


"I guess he's got my number, 


too — caught me about six times 
already," said Hunt, sitting 
with smudgy white uniform in 
the Cardinals' locker, room at Al 
Lang Field. 


But isnt it unusual. Hunt was 


asked, for "Mike" to bop 
anybody? 


"I don't think about it," Hunt 


said. "He's got his problems 
and I got mine." 


Hunt says this with little 


emotion shown on his roundish, 
rowdyish, ruddy face — until 
after a silence and he gives a 
little crooked smile. 


But shortlyMhereafter, the 34- 


year-old Hunt was informed by 
manager Red Schoendienst, 
playing the Grim Reaper, that 
his place on the roster would be 
filled by a younger man. Hunt 
hadn't been this disturbed since

He has now returned home to 


Wentzville, Mo., a bedroom 
community of St. Louis, to tend 
full time his sporting goods and 
liquor store. It appeared the end 
of a successful, if weird, career. 


Playing for five teams in his 


12 big league seasons, Hunt had 
been hit by 243 pitches; no one 
else in the 'whole history of 
baseball had ever been hit even 
200 times. 


Hunt holds another dubious 


record for being pinged most 
times in a season, 50, in 1971, 
breaking the record of 49 set by 
Hughie Jennings in 1896. 


Hunt says he is proud of his 


records (' The only ones I got"), 
but apparently favors the latter. 
"It took 75 years for someone 
stupid enough to establish that

record," he said. 


As a leadoff man, his job was 


to get on base by hook or crook. 
It was In his rookie year that 
Hunt first saw the value of 
standing up to a hard ball that is 
traveling at nearly 100 miles an 
hour over a distance of 60 feet 
six inches. Hunt was then with 
the New York Mets, in 1963, 
during that team's notorious 
dog days. 


At the end of his rope one day. 


Manager Casey Stengel offered 
fifty dollars to the first Met 
player to drive a runner in with 
the bases loaded by getting 
himself hit by a pitch. 


Enter Hunt. Quickly, he was 


fifty bucks wealthier. And lo 
and behold he had .discovered a 
veritable gold mine, hanging 
right there on his bones. . 


By 1971 he was practically 


flinging his blue-and-black body 
into the path of any flying mis- 
sile he spied. On his record- 
shattering 50th hit, in fact, in 
1971, Chicago Cub pitcher Milt 
Pappas argued that Hunt was 
struck by a strike, .but to no 
avail. 


Pappas then turned his venom 


on Hunt. He shouted, "I hope it 


hurt good." 


Hunt said nothing. "I didn't 


want to add insult to injury," he 
recalled. He smiled that funny 
smile. "Besides, I don't talk to 
pitchersrilell with 'em." 


Hunt has earned two notable 


nicknames. One is "Scrap 


TIMEOUT! 


Iron." .Scrap Iron, he explains, 
may not be the best stuff, but 
there's always a use for it. 
"Pigpen" is his other nick- 
name. "That's because dirt 
seems to attract itself to me," 
he said, with modest joy. 


Although he did not hit the 


dirt In avoid pitches, Hunt 
sometimes did sink after being 
tagged. And he1 proudly relates 
that he's been whomped by the 
best — Koufax, Drysdale. Ryan, 
Bunning, Seaver, Gibson. "You 
name 'em," he said, "and I 
been hit by 'em." 


He has been hurt by pitches, 


but never seriously enough to 
'lay him up and out of the lineup. 


He has been hit in the head 
twice, but each tune on the bat- 
ting helmet. And one pitcher hit 
him in the hamstring the next 
at-bat after he broke up the 
guy's no-hitter. 


It was his way of clinging to a 


job he enjoyed, for some 
inexplicable reason, by demon- 
strating a most elemental law of 
survival: You after 'hit or you 
be hit. 


Now it is done, and Ron Hunt 


can live happily ever after 
nursing his lumpy memories.

room was a long way from the 
'60s when Hayden helped found 
the Students for a Democratic 
Society (SDS) at the University 
of Michigan. 


It was far from the courtroom 


where Hayden was a defendant 
in the 1969 Chicago Seven cons- 
piracy trial. 


Hayden explained his evolu- 


tion the next day at a news 
conference. 


"The radicalism of the '60s is 


fast becoming the common 
sense of the 70s," said Hayden. 


• Hayden says that it won't be 
easy to bring around some 
voters who look on him as a 
dangerous kook. But Hayden, 
son of a Detroit accountant for 
Chrysler, takes the long view. 


"Walter Reuther, the late

that the Italian teams, who do 
battle just on Friday nights and 
weekends, aren't even paid, 
save for two foreigners (usually 
Americans) each team

allowed to field. 


"They play for the fun of it," 


Garagiola says. The teams all 
have sponsors — Nettuno, for 
example, is backed by an 
aperitif maker — and most wear 
the sponsor's name on their 
shirts. 


He says the foreigners double 


as instructors, since such are 
few and far between in Italy, 
and the league requires that 
each team field four players 
under age 19 at least once a 
week.

LONDON (AP) — Several major British newspapers cautiously 


welcomed last week's reopening of the Suez Canal and thinning out 
of Israeli forces in the Sinai. 


The Observer said the developments "are good omens for peace 


in the Middle East — at least, in the short term ... President 
Ford's reassessment should concentrate on a formulation of mili- 
tary guarantees, preferably negotiated and organized jointly with 
the Russians, which can be offered to Israel if it is ready to 
withdraw to something like the 1987 borders and allow the Pales- 
tinians to choose between their own state on the West Bank and 
Gaza or reunion with Jordan. 


"The'survival of Israel, as well as much else, "may depend on 


American far-sightedness now." 


The Times of London: 
"The opening of the Suez Canal must be warmly welcomed for 


the contribution it will make to peace, commerce and the 
prosperity of Egypt. It is an act of courage by President Sadat, 


who is demonstrating his desire for peace and his faith in the 
possibility of maintaining it before a formal settlement has been 
reached. The only critics are those who give over-riding impor- 
tance to one of (he side-effects, which is that the Soviet navy will 
now have much easier access to the Persian Gulf and the Indian 
Ocean. This is a serious matter which was deeply debated in 
Washington, but it does not outweigh the advantages of opening 
the canal. 


"Clearly the Russians do gain a significant advantage .... in 


recent years they have been steadily transforming their navy from 
a coastal defense force to a powerful long arm that can project 
Soviet power in almost all parts of the world. This is a new 
development for a country that has hitherto seen itself primarily 
as a land power. It reflects a determination to become a world 
power capable of meeting the Americans on at least equal terms. 
The opening of the canal will give a boost to these endeavors."

: . Q.T hope you will not be of- 


fended by my question. I have 
been told that sometimes dogs 
are bofii with a cleft palate — 
just like human babies. Is that 
true? 


A. Of course I am not offend- 


ed by your question. I'm an 
animal lover myself — have al- 
ways bad a dog — and some- 
times a cat — in my home. 
Right now I have a beautiful 
well trained tri-color collie who 
keeps me in trim by getting me 
out every morning for a few 
miles on my bicycle, rain, snow 
of sunshine! 


I finally found some informa- 


tion on your question in the 
Gaines Dog Research files — 
and the answer is — "Yes', dogs 
are sometimes born with a cleft 
palate." 


There are several similarities 


between dogs 'and humans in 
the matter of cleft palate. The 
factor of heredity iri producing 
the condition is quite certain in 
both species. 


The palate is the partition 


between the oral and nasal 
cavities — that is between the 
mouth and the nose. It has two 
parts, a hard bony plate and a 
soft part formed by muscles, at 
the back of the hard, palate. 
Both parts are covered by 
strong, thick skin called a 
cucous membrane, which most 
everybody considers the roof of 
the mouth. 


Besides separating the nose 


and mouth parts of the head, 
the palate is necessary to 


. transport food and drink into 


the throat, where they are 
swallowed and go into the 
stomach., 


The actual cleft is a slit or a 


hole in the roof of the mouth, 
usually so deep it leads into the 
nasal cavity. You know that in 
the case of a human, oral or 
plastic surgeons perform an 
operation or a series of opera- 
tions to close the cleft in the

Job Prospects Are Poor For Skilled, Unskilled

NEW YORK (AP) — The 


depressing job market, with 
unemployment at 9.2 per cent 
and probably headed higher, is 
expected to be especially unac- 
commodating for youth this 
summer. 


The matter is made worse by 


an increase in the number of job 
seekers aged 15 to 24 years. The 
Bureau of Labor Statistics es- 
timates this group will be about 
550,000 greater this July than it 


was a year ago. 


The tough times in the Job 


market apply not only to those 
seeking temporary or part-time 
work to help pay their college 
tuition, but for those youngsters 
embarking on careers. 


As usual, the unskilled face 


the worst situation, but even for 
college graduates the prospects 
are poor. In May, the College 
Placement Council revised its 
outlook downward. It now ex- 
pects hiring to be 18 per cent 
below a year ago. 


The council commented that 


"employers do not, expect 
appreciable improvement in 
hiring until possibly 
next 


spring," meaning the spring of 
1976. Many graduates are ex- 
pected to be idle for many 
months. 


The council added that "for 


the majority of graduates, sup- 
ply is seen as exceeding demand 
unless the economy improves 
substantially." Most forecasters 
expect the economy to resume 
growing soon, but only slowly. 


As always, the Inexperienced 


and unskilled are the last to be 
added to the work force when 
the economy is improving and 
the first to be cut when reces- 
sion develops. 


While over-all unemployment 


is expected to recede slowly, the 
longest wait of all will probably 
be 
among 
the 
teen-age 


unemployed. 


Within that ategory is the 


most startling unemployment 
statistic of all, that for black 
teen-agers. A year ago April 


•these youngsters experienced a 
jobless rate of more than 30 per 
cent. This April it was 40.2 per 
cent. 


The horror story doesn't stop 


there, however. These are na- 
tional averages, and doubtless 
are considerably below the real 
jobless rates in some of the 
densely populated inner city 
areas. 


No criterion seems to have 


been developed to measure the 
social 
and 
political con- 


sequences of this situation, but 


nobody doubts that serious 
damage is being done. 


One immediate consequence, 


if the past is a criterion, could 
be a summer of unrest and 
frustration in some of the inner 
cities, or at least an amount of 
tension that could test civic 
leadership. 


For the longer term the social 


and 
personal 
consequences 


might be worse. Thousands of 
young people will be forced to 
accept whatever they can obtain 
rather than taking on jobs that 


will further their ambitions arid 
fit their talents. 


A certain amount of disaffec- 


tion with the system is bound lu 
result, even if the majority of 
youngsters 
eventually 
get 


settled into acceptable jobs, 
because expectations today are 
decidedly higher than they were 
decades ago.

A. The staining of permanent 


teeth because of tetracycline 
drugs administered to a child 
during the period when they 
were forming in his 
jaw 


(usually between 6 months and 
6 years), is a very distressing 
problem to dentists — and to 
the child and his family. 


Up until very recently, our 


answer to you had to be a 
recommendation to cap the 
teeth — to cover them comple- 


. tsly with a porcelain or plastic 


jacket crown, if the discolora- 
tion was severe enough to 
bother the child. Some dis- 
colored teeth may be bleached 
to a lighter shade by a dentist — 
when the pulp or nerve of the 
tooth has been removed, but 
tetracycline stained teeth are 
not devital (dead), and ordinary 
bleaching procedures cannot be 
used. 


Investigators at the Univer- 


sity of Indiana have suggested a 
bleaching procedure for te- 
tracycline stained teeth which 
they have shown- may be the 
answer to the problem. It is a 
procedure which may be done 
in the average dental office.

Ullman added he was talking 


about reports that Secretary of 
Commerce Rogers C.B. Morton 
had urged Ford to remove the 
second $l-a-barrel oil import 
tariff.
